There has been issued 
$7,000 of 1937 tax w arrants th at is 
aw aiting paym ent from the collec­ 
tion of such taxes which will be in 
May. That entire $7,000 issue m ust 
be repaid before any 1937 relief tax 
money can be devoted to relief pur­ 
poses.

more than available funds. 
The state has contributed $43,451

The sum m ary at the end of the re­ 
lief report discloses th at a total 
of $15,000 in tax w arrants have 
been sold; there have been retired 
$0,00<); tax collections which have 
been available for current relief are 
only $1,500. 
The cost of relief by months has 
been in the neighborhood of $2,000 
for during sum m er m onths and as 
high as $4,700 in the peak w inter 
months.

ening or after 3:00 p. rn. at the 
high school building at Arlington 
Heights. Ile points out that in ad ­ 
dition to the first year or basic 
course, open to boys with no previ-

ous military training, there are the 
Red. the White and the Blue courses 
for advanced trainees. 
Attending a CMT camp requires 
no pledge of military service of any 
kind, according to Capt. Thornton, 
who appeals to the parents of the 
boys eligible for enrollment. Here 
American youth learns the virtues 
of fair play, self reliance, patrio­ 
tism, discipline and other many vir­ 
tues. Training is at Fort Sheridan 
and other arm y posts and super­ 
vision is under the direction of reg­ 
ular arm y officers.

Transportation to and from camp 
is furnished by the W ar Depart­ 
ment, as is uniform, laundry, ex­ 
pert medical attention, meals and 
quarters.
